“Mr.  Jones,  Dr.  Wilson,  Dean  McMinn, 
President  Laney,  Faculty,  Students, 
Trustees,  Staff,  Honored  Guests,  Honored

Wesleyan’s  commitment  to  the  liberal 
arts,  like  her  commitment  to  the  education 
of  women,  is  historically  based;  and  it  is  at 
the  center  of  our  mission  for  the  future.  We 
l^now  that  the  best  thing  that  we  can  do  is  to 
^sist  our  students  in  preparing  for  a 
jifetime  of  change,  a lifetime  of  learning,  a 
hfetime  of  leadership.  A good  liberal  arts 
experience  will  give  them  the  intellectual 
mobility  to  cope  with  a lifetime  of  adapta- 
tion. We  shall  give  increased  attention  to 
mir  professional  programs,  ensuring  that 
they  are  of  unquestioned  quality  and  that 
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they  are  undergirded  by  liberal  learning. 
Our  graduates  will  be  cultured,  articulate 
persons  who  communicate  lucidly,  think 
critically,  and  are  capable  of  managing 
complexity. 

Our  greatest  asset  is  and  will  always  be 
the  faculty.  We  are  a community  of  com- 
petence, a community  dedicated  to  continu- 
ing our  learning  with  younger  student  col- 
leagues, a community  committed  to 
women’s  education  and  to  a productive, 
creative  relationship  with  the  United 
Methodist  Church.  Students  as  junior  col- 
leagues join  the  faculty  as  senior  colleagues 
in  the  common  enterprise  of  learning.  We 
participate  in  what  Robert  Maynard  Hut- 
chins called,  “The  Great  Conversation.”  I 
am  honored  to  join  such  a distinguished 
community,  and  I am  delighted  by  the  pro- 
spects of  our  continuing  and  enhancing  the 
teaching-learning  process.  We  can  in- 
telligently take  courage.  The  challenges  and 
opportunities  are  exciting.  We  of  liberal 
arts  colleges  have  been  too  long  on  the 
defensive.  Studies  such  as  that  done  recent- 
ly by  AT  & T show  that  liberal  learning  is 
the  best  possible  preparation  for  those  who 
aspire  to  lives  of  leadership. 

Our  institutional  mission  states  that 
Wesleyan,  “Affirming  its  long  relationship 
to  the  United  Methodist  Church,...  em- 
phasizes a search  for  knowledge  within  the 
framework  of  the  Judeo-Christian  ethic...” 
I am  committed  to  that  mission.  I see  a 
significant  advantage  in  our  church  rela- 
tionship. Even  if  there  were  no  formal  rela- 
tionship, we  could  understand  that  our 
culture  is  largely  based  on  the  traditions  of 
the  Christian  Church.  Listen  to  T.S.  Elliot. 
“To  our  Christian  Heritage  we  owe  many 
things  beside  religious  faith.  Through  it  we 
have  our  conception  of  Roman  law  which 
has  done  so  much  to  shape  the  western 
world,  through  it  we  have  our  conception 
of  private  and  public  morality,  and  through 
it  we  have  our  common  standards  of 
literature...”  I believe  that  we  in  liberal 
learning  are  in  the  peculiarly  important  role 
of  defending  and  promoting  the  best  of  our 
civilization.  The  scientific  method  is  a pro- 
duct of  Western  Christendom  with  its  belief 
in  God  and  an  intelligible  world,  but  our 
fascination  with  the  products  of  science  has 
led  us  to  lose  something  of  our  grip  on 
transcendence.  We  sorely  need  to  regain  a 
sense  of  mystery,  a sense  of  transcendence, 
a poetic  sense.  The  President  of  Johns 
Hopkins  in  1980  said  that  “The  biggest  fail- 
ing in  higher  education  today  is  that  we 
don’t  provide  a value  framework.”  That  is 


partly  because  of  our  singleminded  focus 
on  the  scientific  method  has  led  us  to 
distrust  any  claim  to  the  truth  which  can 
not  be  proved.  Well,  values  are  hard  to  pro- 
ve. The  quality  of  grace  taught  in  the  New 
Testament  evades  laboratory  tests.  We 
simply  have  to  continue  the  scientific 
method,  and  at  the  same  time  strive  to 
regain  an  appreciation  for  values,  a sense  of 
the  transcendence  of  human  life.  We  can  do 
this  superbly  within  the  context  of  our 
church  relatedness.  As  long  as  we  preserve 
and  encourage  open  debate,  there  should  be 
no  taint  of  indoctrination. 

And  now  to  the  students,  GREEN 
KNIGHTS,  GOLDEN  HEARTS,  PUR- 
PLE KNIGHTS  AND  TRI-K  PIRATES:  to 
state  the  case  simply,  we  exsit  primarily  for 
you.  You  are  our  colleagues.  We  are 
challenged  to  work  with  you  in  enhancing 
the  quality  of  this  community.  Listen  to  one 
of  America’s  greatest  educators,  Alexander 
Meiklejohn,  (a  President  of  Amherst  and 
founder  of  the  Experimental  College  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin).  “The  sense  of  the 
group  to  which  one  belongs,  the  stirring  of 
its  loyalties,  the  sharing  in  its  creation  and 
support,  the  enthusiasm  of  its  purposes, 
and  its  comradeships-these  are  the  stuff 
out  of  which  the  deepest  and  most  vital 
education  is  made.” 

I have  cited  here  what  I believe  to  be 
some  of  the  principal  features  of  Wesleyan: 
women’s  education,  liberal  arts,  church 
relationship,  and  the  community  of 
teachers  and  students.  These  are  all 
valuable  assets.  I pledge  my  best  efforts  to 
serve  the  cause  of  women’s  education.  The 
metaphor  which  has  occured  to  me  is  that  I 
am  to  be  midwife  in  the  intellectual  birth  of 
women  leaders.  I pledge  my  best  efforts  for 
the  cause  of  liberal  learning,  to  assist  facul- 
ty, staff,  and  students  in  enhancing  this 
community  of  learning,  to  refining  our 
focus  and  our  aims,  not  simply  to  teach  cer- 
tain disciplines  but  to  assist  student  col- 
leagues in  concentrating  on  what  they  are 
becoming.  As  important  as  it  is  to  amass 
certain  knowledge,  the  greater  and  over- 
riding goal  is  to  achieve  as  by-products  of 
scholarship  such  qualities  as  hope,  pa- 
tience, wit,  wisdom,  compassion,  generosi- 
ty, a sense  of  purpose,  and  the  patience  to 
fail  and  continue  striving.”
